A BIG SMOKE STACK. 


Was Placed In Position Saturday at the 


. Arnold Print Works. 


An iron smoke stack 12S feet high was 


erected at the Arnold print works Satur- 
day by M. H. Whitney, assisted by W. J. 
Pead, master mechanic of the printworks. 
Tlie stack weighs about twenty-five tons 
and it is something of an undertaking to 
set a body of such weight aikl size in a 
perpendicular position and secure it, but 
the work was accomplished without mis- 
hap between the hours of 6 in the morn- 
and 4.30 p. m. 


Two poles about seventy-five feet high 


were erected at either side of the stuck us 
it lay on the ground, and to these were at- 
tached tackles and ropes. 
The ropes 


were bitched to the stack a little to one 
side of the center, so that when the hoist- 
ing began one end of the stack began to 
go up, while the other slid along the 
ground toward 
the 
foundation. The 


power was applied by two windlasses 
turned by horses. It was interesting to 
see the massive stack slowly rise to its 
position and the operation was watched 
by many people. 


A brick pedestal ten feet high will be 


built and the stack will be set upon it. It 
will then stand 138 feet high, thirteen feet 
Jiigher than the one that stands beside it 


The new stack is over seven feet in 


diameter. 
It was made in Fitchburg, 


shipped in sections and put together here. 
The boiler power of the print works is to 
be considerably increased and this made 
another stack necessary. Tbe works now 
have three high stacks, one being of 
brick. 


This is the third smoke stack that Mr. 


Whitney has successfully raised. There 
are now two iron stacks at the print 
works, two at the Beaver and one in 
Williamstown. The first two that were 
put up were raised by Lowe of Boston, 
but Mr. Whitney has demonstrated that 
it is not necessary to send out of the city 
for any one to do this sort of work.

Just before the regiment left Springfield 


Capt. Smart came home on a furlough, 
and said he might die of disease or be shot 
before he ever came home again "but that 
he wouldn't be hung." 
It was August 1, 


1SS1 
when Judge Joel E. Bacon, who 


sailed from Boston with the regiment, 
came home. He reported thirty-six mem- 
bers of Co. B. dow"u with dysentery, one 
with a linger shot on" and an attempt by 
some enemy to poison the waters of the 
camp spring. On this date Capt. Smart 
wrote the TRANSCRIPT from "Camp Mc- 
Clellan" Lieut. Traver was down with the 
measles; that the regiment was drilling 
nine hours a day, and that "the news of 
the Bull Run battle had inspired all the 
men to avenge 
the deith of their 


brethren." He concluded this letter thus: 
"You may never expect to hear that the 
10th regiment faltered, or left the field in 
disorder on confusion," and from first to 
last bis prophesy was verified. 


Cnmited and Mo-mod wllli HIM Hen. 
From the time of going into camp with 


his "green squad" on the Arnold print 
works grounds, in the two carips at 
Springfield and Medford, at which place 
he was presented with an elegant sword 
by Sylvander Johnson, down to the night 
before his death Captain Smart tented and 
messed with bis men, and while he main- 
tained his authority and made them con- 
form in every strict particular to any reg- 
ulations, thoroughly won their confidence 
and respect and kept up their courage 
and spirit. 


Private Alfred Hall wrote the TRAN- 


SCRIPT from Meridan Hill, August 15,1861> 
a lew miles from Chain Bridge, where 
the 10th had been mustered into Gen. 
Couch's brigade that Co. B had already 
become expert in the Hardee 
Zouave 


drill and could load and fire while laying j 
on their backs. That the regiment had j 
just been furnished with new uniforms by 
I 


the United States consisting ofbluenjund- i 
abouts and gray pants. That Hon. H. L. j 
Dawcs was almost a daily visitor to the 
camp and generously furnished the boys 
with 
franked 
government envelopes.' 


Capt. Smart and 60 of bis boys had been 
sent out as pickets and had brought in 
five rebel prisoners. That his mess was 
in the orderly Sergeant's tent; It consist* 
ed of Elisha Smart, N. P. A. Blais, D. W- 
Wells, William Briggs, Geo. C. Briggs, 
W. F. Darby, John Moon, Edward S. Joy, 
Alfred Hall, Lewis Amadon, Chas. Jef- 
fers. After dress parade tonight Capt. 
Smart made us an address with the words 
of a veteran, after which we sang The 
Star Spangled Banner and gave him three 
cheers. One of us read a chapter in the 
Bible before retiring. 
Captain Smart Writes, Alpheiis Smith. 


Captain Smart wrote Alpheus Smith, 


the war chairman of the Adams select- 
men, 
Aug. 15, 1861, who made a grand and 


noble record of patriotic faithfulness in 
those trying times. It was dated from 
the camp on Meriden Hill which he 
stated was three miles from the Navy 
yard in Washington. 
The weather was 


fine, the rations poor and many were 
down with dystentery. 
"Doiit expect 


fighting soon, but when it does couie I 
trust that the God of battles will give vic- 
tory to our own." He concluded by stat- 
ing that his health was never better, and 
that he was in his element. I thank you 
and the selectmen of Adams for the inter- 
est you are taking in the families of your 
volunteers, and also the inhabitants of the 
town for their good wishes and offices. 


Attending lallhlnll.v lo I>iit.v. 


Frequent 
communications sent the 


TiiANbCEiPT and their friends by mem- 
bers of the Greys as a rule spoke in com- 
mendation of their captain, while ho was 
often selected by Col. Briggs for import- 
ant duties in the regiment. In a letter to 
Mr. Johnson about this time, Captain 
Smart informed biui that he had been ab- 
sent from drill and dress p--.rade but once 
since leaviug Hampden Farfc. ..ie had 
gi'eat confidence in Gen. McClellan and 
wrote that the latter had complimented 
the regiment and said that for marching, 
it could not be excelled. 


In lamp at ISrigblnaixl. 


Shortly after the 10th regiment was re- 


moved to Camn Brightwood, which be- 
came the headquarters of Couch's brigade 
until the next spring. This was an ad- 
vanced outport, six or eight miles from j 
Chainbridge, with ,-;nod water and health, 
fill air. August 22, Quartermaster How- 
land went homo ill and D. I. Dodge of 
PittsBeld filled his place; F. A. Cooper 
and Simon Hill jci:ied the Grays and Win- 
Shattoe and Adolphus Lamphero were 
discharged having met with accidents. 
August 29 the 10th were engaged in felling 
trees and building earthwork! here. The 
general health was good. 
Col. Briggs 


was a great favorite with his regiment. 
Gen. McClellan, with President Lincoln 
and Secretary of state Seward had just re- 
ceived the brigades south of the Potomac 
and pronounced the troops better than 
any which had been raised since the war 
of 1812. 
Co. It Appointed the Color Company. 


September 12 Co. B was given the post 


of honor in the regiment by being ap- 
pointed the color company, drilled four 
hours a day, and bandied shovels as many 
more. 
Col. Briggs was attending the 


funeral of his fether, Ex-Gov. Briggs, at 
Pittsfield. 
At this time the regiment 


knew but little of what was going on 
anywhere, either of a military or a civil 
character. The friends of Col. Brigga had 
presented him with a fine sword, sash and 
belt; William D. Hodge and A. J. R»y of 
Hodges' band were home on leave of 
absence, the former having carried the 


remains of K N. Chase of bis hand home 
for burial, he having died of typhoid 
fever, while Stephen L. ICimball of the 
Greys was also ill with that disease.

ford of the 27th regiment and Lieutenants 
Sanford and Briggs of North Adams had 
visited the camp, while a U. S. marshal! 
had demanded the rendition of a fugitive 
negro hiding in the camp of Col. Briggs, 
who promptly informed that officer that 
he would throw up his commission before 
he would become a nigger catcher. 


Went iliftt Winter Quarter*. 


At this time the Brightwood troops had 


built 
two forts called "Slocum" and 


"Massachusetts" and were in the array 
division commanded by Brigadier Gen- 
eral E. D. Keyes, with Brgadier General 
Couch in command of the 7th and ]0th 
Massachusetts, 2d Rhode Island and 26th 
New York regiments. The 10th was the 
outpost regiment. In January, 1882, the 
regiment began felling trees and built 
barracks 
100 feet 
by eight»cn 
feet 


which Tras divided into six compart- 
ments. Besides what the government fur- 
nished,the buildings, inclosed with planks 
cost the regiment conbiderabie money. 
Co. B. members paid J150 for their ac- 
commodations. At this time a deaf tailor 
and artist from North Adams was the 
regimental tailor, Wesley Mallony of Co. 
B. regimental carpenter, and A. W. Hodge 
of the band, regimental watchmaker.

The early months of the winter of 1852 


were tough ones at Brightwood. The 
camp grounds were of a brick yard com- 
plexion, the nine foot square tents, accom- 
modating six persons and benches, a table, 
accouterments, six ticks filled with leaves 
and brush, sheet iron stoves and the 
*'Brightwood shed" as it was called were 
pretty tough accommodations. It was 
January 12,1882, that S. Johnson, Joel E, 
Bacon, Josiah Burnap and Charles B. 
Briggs of North Adams went down to 
Brightwood and cheered Co, B up hand- 
somely. It was called a visit from their 
"Father Johnson" and his staff. Captain 
Smart rose right up to the occasion and 
gave these gueits a fine banquet in one of 
the hospital buildings which the company 
had proTusely decorated with evergreens! 
the tables groaned with a profusion of 
food, and many choice viands which the 
Washington hotels could not then boast. 
Colonel Briggs and staff attended the ban. 
quotas invited guests, and the reunion 
between the Johnson Greys and their pat- 
ron was of a most opportune and felici- 
tous character. Captain Smart welcomed 
the visitors with an eloquent speech while 
Mr. Johnson's 
response was equally 


happy, and he was followed with re- 
marks by 
the chaplain of the regi- 


ment and the others assembled while

Donovan real- 
izing his position,

began to dr.iw his crowd about him by 
shouting loudly. Before Olliucr Walsh 
had got his straggling prisoner ten 
foct 


away he wa.s surrounded hy a crowd of 
toughs numbering over one hundred. An 
attempt was made to tear Donovan away, 
end the officer drew his revolver and 
threatened to shoot the i:"st person v.'lio 
should intoil'ere with him in the perform- 
ance of his duty. The threat was uiino" 
liccd and the pislol %\ns pocketed. For 
twenty minutes the crowd pulled and 
surged. The officer was struck in the 
face and kicked in the neck, but he held 
fait to his prisoner. 


Ollicer Hill was notified of the row and 


arrived on the scene just as Officer Walsh 
succeeded in breaking his way through 
the angry throng. The crowd was kept 
at a distance while the prisoner was hui- 
ricd to the station. When Donovan was 
locked in a cell the police breathed more 
freely aud they knew that the object of 
annoyance and worry to the police de- 
partment bad been at last landed where 
he could he found when wanted. Officer 
Walsh was somewhat brui'eed but was not 
injured to any extent. His bravery in 
hanging to his prisoner when BUI rounded 
by an angry crowd of sympathizers is very 
commendable. 


This same Donovan was the prisoner 


who was taken away from Special Officer 
Kobertson awhile ago on Btate street by a 
similar crowd. He has eluded numerous 
attempts at arrest and has proved him- 
self a sprinter on more than one occasion.

Donovan is that of breaking and entering

nine other regiments repulsed the re-in- 
forced enemy twice at Fair Oaks, and 
iorced them to finally retreat on Hich- 
mond. 


The latter pait of the Sunday fight was 


thus described by a war correspondent. 
The re-inforcod lebels advancing in per- 
fect line of battle, though under the fire 
— 


of three batteries and the rapid fire of 
our troops, came down as though nothing 
could stop them. The scenes at this time 
was awlully magnificent. 
The faint 


smoke of the musketry fire arose lightly 
all along the line just so that the heads of 
the men could be seen through it; sudden 
gusts of intense white smoke burat up 
from the mouth of Cannon all around; 
bullets shredded the air, and whirled 
swiftly by, or struck into trees, fences, 
boxes, v. agons, or with their peculiar 
"chuck" into men; and far up into the

air shells burnt into sudden flames like 
shattered stars, and passed away in little 
clouds of white vapor, while others filled 
the air with shrill screams, and hurried 
on to burst far in the rear.

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VICTORIES BY THE CENSOR. 


Spanlih Reports of Ser«r« Losses by tha 


Patriots In Some Sharp Fight*. 


Havana, June 23.—The Spanish gun- 


boats Satellite and Ardilla, while mak- 
ing a cruise of inspection along the 
coast near Vertientes, close by the 
terminus of the Jucaro-Moron trocha, 
\vere attacked by insurgents from the 
Bhoje. With the assistance of the gar- 
rison of the fort the enemy was re- 
pulse after a sharp fight. The insur- 
gents lost seventeen dead and many 
wounded. On the Spanish side two sol- 
diers and six marines were wounded. 
Commander Bauza of the Ardilla was 
also wounded, but not seriously, Gen. 
Bernal, operating near Francisco, in 
the I'inar del 11 io province, reports 
that he has dislodged a party of 
insurgents from their position in the 
hills in that vicinity, capturing their 
camp and destroying 100 huts. In the 
engagement preceding the taking of 
the camp eighteen of the insurgents 
were killed and two of the Spanish 
force were wounded. Gen. Gasco re- 
ports that a band of insurgents num- 
bering 500 attacked a force of sixty 
guerrillas on the road from Manzanillo 
to Bayamo, a long and fierce fight en- 
sued. The guerrillas were reinforced 
by -00 trooph and the insurgents were 
defeated and driven toward Peralejo. 
Six of them were killed and a captain 
and fifteen privates wounded. The 
Comercio squadron, which was organ- 
ized last year by merchants, has been 
disbanded because of the lack of funds 
and the severe penalties inflicted upon 
persons connected with it for faults 
committed. 


THIRTY 
FISHING CRAFT LOST. 


Destroyed by a Hurricane Which Swept 


the Labrador Coast.
